time: the transgender community 

Cha2 Bono, the child of music icons Cher 
and Sonny Bono, has been in the public eye 
most of his life. He recently transitioned from 
Chastity, the daughter made famous on the 
classic “Sonny and Cher Show,” to Cha^, mak- 
ing him one of the highest-profile transgender 
men in the country. 

Now he’s gone prime time— and America 
seems to be embracing him. Despite an injury, 
Bono has escaped elimination the first two 
weeks. 

Bono was extremely public about his gender 
transition, releasing a book and documentary 
profiling his journey to make his 
body match the gender he always 
felt he was on the inside. It was, 
he said, a way to tell his story in 
his own words and to educate 
the public about transgender 
issues. While featuring Chaz 
may simply have been a move 
to draw higher ratings, 

“DWTS” has perhaps 
unwittingly put a very 
public face on what 
too often has been an 
underserved and under- 
represented community. 

But Bono waltzing into the liv- 
ing rooms of America hasn’t been 



without detractors and ridiculous “controversy.” 
Conservative and religious pundits on cable 
channels such as Fox News decried featuring 
Chaz on the show, spouting baseless screeds 
ranging from attacks on his “confused” gender to 
how his very appearance on 'W would somehow 
turn kids transgender. It started an all-out war 
of words on 'Iwitter and message boards, even 
dragging Cher into the fray to defend her son. 

Yet the faux controversy and the ensuing 
support for Chaz demonstrate the humanizing 
effect the pop culture spotlight can have on 
understanding complex issues. Having a public 
discourse— even spurred by an entertainment 
show— about transgender people and the is- 
sues they face is sorely needed in this country. 

While we would all like to think of equality 
as a quintessential American value, advocacy 
organizations point out it is still legal in most 
of the country to fire transgender people 
and deny them public accommodations such 
as housing or medical services. Transgender 
people also face violent hate crimes and brutal- 
ity at alarmingly high rates. 

From acceptance of interracial marriage 
to gay people, pop culture often has moved 
ahead of politics and societal trends, plaj'ing 
hand-in-hand with advances in civil rights by 
putting faces on what are abstract issues for 
some Americans. Chaz Bono’s inclu- 
sion on a popular show that reaches 
Middle America exposes many people 
to a transgender person for the 
first time, breaking down the 
preconceived notions and 
stereotypes they may have. 
Removing the stigma and 
misunderstandings around 
transgender people is an impor- 
tant step forward on the rights 
and protections of a group of 
people facing a long history of 
discrimination.

*HE WAS A COOL KID* 

Teen’s kidney donated to ailing grandmother after he is killed in drive-by shooting

Earlier this ycar^ An- 
nette Johnson sat 
down with her 15-ycar- 
old son^ Antonio, to 
tell him that his grand- 
mother was in the hos- 
pital and in dire need 
of a new kidney. 

When his mother 
told him a transplant would save her life, the 
boy didn’t hesitate to offer one of his own. 

“And I told him, 'Not if you plan on playing 
any sports/ ” Johnson recalled telling her son, a 
linebacker on the frosh-soph football team at 
Chicago’s Marshall High School “I was like, 
'It’s cool She’ll get one.’ ” 


On Wednesday his grandmother got a kid- 
ney transplant from Antonio— just days after 
he was mortally wounded Sunday on the fam- 
ily’s front porch in a drive-by shooti ng. 

In an interview Wednesday at the West Side 
home, Annette Johnson, who was shot in the 
forearm in the incident, displayed a mix of 
emotions— grief over her son’s death but relief 
that his kidney may make a difference for her 
ailing mother, Sharon, who was paralyzed de^ 
cades ago when she was struck by a stray bullet, 
“Iklking about him is what’s helping me to 
cope,” said Johnson, 37, who was released from 
Mount Sinai Hospital on 'liiesday. “lie was a 
cool kid, lie was no problem at all.” 

PoHce haven’t said why the shooting oc- 
curred, but East Garfield Park, where the fam- 


ily lives, is notorious for its drug activity and 
gun violence. 

The shooting came about two weeks after 
an arson fire damaged the house, according to 
a law enforcement source and the family 

Johnson said Antonio avoided trouble at all 
costs and hated large crowds or commotion. 
His parents bought him a video game console 
to keep him off the streets, 

A sophomore, he earned As and B’s at Mar- 
shall, according to school officials. 

Euneral arrangements haven’t been planned, 
but his mother says it would only be appropri- 
ate if he is laid to rest in a pearly white casket 
and a white suit. 

“lie was an angel,” she said. ‘Angels wear 
white.”

Book: Payton had affair, used drugs

A new book about the late Chicago Bears Hall of Fame running back 
Walter Payton alleges some unflattering assertions regarding his per- 
sonal life. 

The book, “^Sweetness: The Enigmatic ITle of Walter Payton,” writ- 
ten by Jeff Pcarlmanj is excerpted in the current edition of Sports Il- 
lustrated and alleges that Payton was involved in several extra-marital 
affairs. T'he author also cites sources who claimed Payton routinely 
mixed a cocktail of Tylenol and Vicodin following his playing days. 

Citing interviews, Pearlman also says Payton^s wife, Connie— from 
whom he had been estranged— and his mistress attended his Hall of 
Fame induction in 1993. T'he two women met for the first time shortly 
thereafter. 

Payton^s former agent and executive assistant are reported to have 
received calls at all hours of the day from him, threatening to end his 
life, the book reports. 

Payton^s family issued a statement Wednesday addressing the book. 

'Walter, like all of us, wasnT perfect,” reads the statement from Pay- 
ton^s wife, his family and the Walter and Connie Payton Foundation. 

“'I'he challenges he faced were well known to those of us who loved 
and lived with him, 

''He was a great father to Jarrett and Brittney and held a special 
place in the football world and the Chicago community Recent disclo- 
sures— some true, some untrue — do not change this, 

"I’m saddened that anyone would attempt to profit from these sto- 
ries, many told by people with little credibility”

13 dead after 
eating tainted 
cantaloupes 

Thirteen people have died from 
consuming bacteria-tainted 
cantaioupe in what has become 
the deadliest US. outbreak of a 
food-borne illness since 1998.

D LOS ANGELES Michael Jackson’s per- 
sonal physician waged a coverup re- 
garding the singer’s health in the weeks lead- 
ing up to— and the minutes following— his 
death, according to testimony on the second 
day of Dr. Conrad Murray’s manslaughter 
trial. 

Before the singer’s death, Murray assured 
concert promoters that Jackson was in per- 
fect health when, in fact, he was dependent 
on nightly doses of a dangerous surgical anes- 
thetic to sleep, witnesses said in a downtown 
L.A. courtroom Wednesday 

And after Jackson stopped breathing 
June 25, 2009, after taking the anesthetic, 
Murray told the singer’s personal assistant 
Jackson had “a bad reaction” and never asked 
for 911 to be called, the assistant told jurors. 

“Call me right away please, call me right 
away thank you,” Murray said in the record- 
ing played during the testimony of the assis- 
tant, Michael Amir Wiliams. 

When he called Murray back a couple of 
minutes later, the doctor said Jackson had 
a “bad reaction” and asked him to go to the 
house, Williams testified. 

“At no time during that call he asked you to 
call 9 II?” Deputy Dist. Atty David Walgren 
asked. 

“No sir,” WilHams responded. 

WlHams testified that he called security 
personnel at the house and asked them to sec 
what was going on. 

By the time Williams arrived at the Hol- 
mby Hills mansion from his downtown L.A. 
apartment, Jackson was being brought out on 
a gurney, he said.

APPLE’S CLOBBERED TABLET RIVALS SO FAR, 
BUT AMAZON COMES OUT SWINGING

The tablet wars have become more interesting. 

Amazon.com on Wednesday unveiled its first tablet 
computer with a host of functions and features that allow 
it to do nearly everything the iPad can do— but at less than 
half the cost. 

Called the Kindle Fire, the device may quickly become 
the strongest competitor yet to the iPad, analysts said. 
Barely i8 months after Apple released the first iPad, tablet 
computers are a nearly $30 bilHon industry with the iPad 
accounting for almost 80 percent of the market. 

The Fire is aimed at attracting consumers who want a 
tablet but can’t afford the iPad and its other pricier com- 
petitors. Amazon set the price at $200 —well below Ap- 
ple’s $500 iPad. 

“The price is really what’s going to drive a lot of success 
for Amazon,” said Alex Spektor, an analyst with Strategy 
Analytics in Boston. “Its features are competitive with 
other tablets, but the low price doesn’t make it seem Hke 
a cheapo device.” 

Spektor said the sleek look and snappy performance 
set the device apart from other low-cost tablets that have 
failed to catch on with consumers. 

In addition, the world’s largest online retailer brings to 
its Fire a huge Library of movies, music and books— con- 
tent no other iPad rival can match. 

“Home run,” analyst Ben Schachter of Macquarie Secu- 
rities wrote in a note to investors. The new Kindle “will 
almost certainly be successful with consumers.” 

The tablet’s low price reflects Amazon’s effort to re- 
main a discount leader, a key strategy in its early success 



selling books, electronics and appliances. 

“We’re building premium products at non-premium 
prices,” Amazon Chief Executive Jeff Bezos said about 
the Fire. 

^X^ll Street’s reacrion indicated that the Kindle Fire 
may turn out to be a worthy competitor: Shares of Ama- 
zon rose 2.5 percent Wednesday as major stock market 
indexes fell as much as 2.2 percent. 

Apple bloggers objected to the notion voiced by some 
that the Fire would be an “iPad killer,” saying the best it 
was likely to do was end up in second place. 

“It’s not going to touch the high end of the market 
where the iPad lives,” wrote Jim Dalrymple, a blogger on 
the Loop technologj^ site. 

Amazon started taking orders Wednesday for the Fire 
and will start shipping it Nov. 15. 

Although the Kindle Fire will let users browse the Wbb,

watch movies and read books, it 
is missing several of the bells and 
whistles of earlier tablets: There is 
no camera or cellular capability and 
its screen, at 7 inches, is substantially 
smaller than the iPad’s. 

Still, Amazon hopes its tablet will 
have a unique advantage : The Fire will be 
connected to the company’s massive cloud 
computing network, a worldwide system of 
high-speed servers that can quickly send vid- 
eo, music and Web pages to the deAnce. 

“No one can really touch Amazon in terms of their 
cloud services,” said Sarah Rotman-Epps, an analyst at 
Forrester Research in Cambridge, Mass. “iVmazon is lead- 
ing with content and services, and that’s what consumers 
care about more than the hardware.”

Actor Ed Helms had no idea his character 
Andy Bernard on “The Office” would be pro- 
moted until a few weeks before shooting be- 
gan on Season 8 of the NBC comedy 

“I knew about three or four weeks before 
we started shooting,” Helms told report- 
ers Tuesday “[Executive producer] Paul 
The Office ILieberstein} and I had 

8pm Thursday. lunch and that’s where I 

NBC learned of the news.” 

The news was a long 
time coming for fans 
as well as the ensemble group of actors who 
make up the Emmy award-winning series. 
Last year, when “Office” star Steve Carell, 
who played office manager Michael Scott, an- 
nounced he would be leaving after seven sea- 
sons, much speculation followed about who 
would fill his shoes. 

“Right away the question that came up was: 
‘What’s gonna happen next?’ ” Helms said in a 
conference call. “There just wasn’t an answer 
for a long, long time, which in some ways was a 
blessing. It gave us all time to zen out about it 
and come to terms with whatever it might be.” 


Last season saw Will Eerrell come in as 
Deangelo Vickers, the interim boss of the 
Scranton branch of the fictional Dunder Mif- 
flin paper plant. It culminated with a May 
finale that featured a slew of actors playing 
characters interviewing for the position in- 
cluding Will Arnett, Ray Romano, Jim Carrey 
and James Spader— along with plenty of inter- 
nal candidates. 

The Sept. 15 season opener revealed that 
Spader’s Robert California got the job, but 
then leveraged it to become the new chief 
executive. He chose Andy Bernard to be the 
new office manager. 

The upcoming season promises many 
clashes among the characters, beginning 
with California, whose “crazy energy ... is not 
something that Andy Bernard is equipped to 
deal with,” Helms said. 

Helms also revealed that Andy’s relation- 
ship with Erin the receptionist (Ellie Kemper) 
will be further heightened. 

“With Andy’s new boss position, there’s a 
power dynamic that comes into play which 
makes all of that tension and awkwardness 
that much more difficult,” Helms said.

What it is: A small Bluetooth receiver that 
connects to the Aux In of your car stereo or 
home music system so you can stream music 
from your smartphone or other Bluetooth 
device with the A2DP profile (a Bluetooth 
device bought in the last couple of years). You 
also can control the music via the AirBlue 
from about 30 feet away It’s powered by an 
internal, rechargeable 10 -hour battery 
The good: Small and convenient, AirBlue 
can connect to sound systems that have 3.5 
mm inputs or RCA phono inputs so you can 
listen to your phone’s or tablet’s music over 
big speakers, even in your car, if it has an Aux 
In jack.
